While the Irish Free State mourns the 
death of Kevin O'Higgins, the govern- 
ment is making every effort to find 
and punish his assassins. Civic guards 
made nine arrests in Dublin today of 
men suspected of complicity or in the 
actual murder. They will be arraigned 
in the police court tomorrow. 

No new light, however, has been 
thrown on the motive for the crime. 
The Republican leaders have publicly 
repudiated responsibility for it. On 
the other hand, fears that the assassina- 
tion of the vice president of the coun- 
cil might have a serious aftermath in 
the way of disturbances have happily 
not been fulfilled in Dublin, and Ire- 
land generally remains calm. On all

JERUSALEM EARTHQUAKE 
ROUSES GRAVE CONCERN 


Several Killed and Many In- 
jured When Homes Col- 
lapse Near City. 


OTHER AREAS TREMBLE 


London, July 11 (A.P.).—The whole 
of Christendom and lovers of the 
world’s antiquities were gravely cqn- 
cerned today over the news that an 
earthquake had occurred at Jerusalem. 
Accounts of the damage done so far 
forthcoming are extremely meager, but 
it is known that the Holy City escaped 
with only slight damage. 

However, as the shock also was felt 
as far distant aa Cairo fears are en- 
tertained that other sections may have 
suffered more severely. 

Several lives are known to have been 
lost and many injured in the collapse 
of houses in the outlying districts of 
Jerusalem. 

Jerusalem, July 11 (A.P.).—The Holy 
City escaped lightly in an earthquake 
felt in this region this afternoon, but 
loss of life and serious damage occur- 
red in the surrounding country. 

Three tourists were buried in the 
collapse of a hotel in Jericho, while 
there. also were fatalities at Olivet, 
Ramallah and other villages. 

In Jerusalem the small dome of the 
Holy Sepulchre was badly cracked and 
other buildings in the old city col- 
lapsed. Several persons were injured 
but no deaths were reported. 

New York, July 11 (A.P.).—A dis- 
patch to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
states that 20 persons were killed and 
250 injured at Nablus Palestine, in 
today’s earthquake. 

Many persons were injured in Jeru- 
salem and surrounding districts as the 


result of today’s earthquake during 
which houses were destroyed, it is 
stated in another dispatch to the 
agency. Reports received in Jerusalem 
from the country indicate that eight 
persons were killed in Arab villages. 

Cairo, Egypt, July 11 (A.P.).—An 
earth tremor lasting nearly a minute 
wes felt here today at 3:08 a. m. 

Melbourne, Australia, July 11 (A.P.). 
A severe earth tremor occurred in the 
district around Euroa, Victoria, yes- 
terday. Continuous rumbling was fol- 
lowed by a loud explosion, in which 
many buildings were badly shaken. 

Slight earth shocks have occurred in 
the region for some weeks. 


Student Flier Killed 
As Tourists Watch 


San Antonio, Tex., July 11 (A.P.).— 
Second Lieut. William L. Howarth, of 
Harvey, Ill., student in the pursuit sec- 
tion of the advanced flying school, 
Kelly Field, was killed when his plane 
crashed on Duncan Field this morning. 

Howarth was flying at 2,000 feet in a 
three-ship formation when the landing 
gear of the ship above him grazed 
his upper wing as the formation exe- 
cuted a cross-over turn. A large piece 


of the wing was torn away and the 
plane went into a tail spin. Observers 
said apparently Howarth made no effort 
to shut off the engine, right the plane 
or Jump with his parachute. They as- 
sumed he must have been struck and 
rendered unconscious by a piece of the 
Rroken wing. 

The crash was witnessed by other 
student fliers on the ground and in the 
air and by many tourists on the nearby 
highway.

GIRL AND ? WOMEN 
AX SLAYING VICTIM 
IN BROOKLYN SERIES 


Finding of Another Head 
Increases Apparent: 
Toll in Mystery. 


MISS, 18, LAST SEEN 
NEAR MURDER SPOT 


Thigh of Miss Broconell, One 
of Those Killed, Found in 
Grand Army Plaza. 


New York, Julyyll (A.P.).—A wom- 
an’s thigh, believed to be that of Miss 
Sarah Elizabeth Brownell one of the 
victims of Brooklyn’s ax murderer, was 
found today in Grand Army plaza, a 
few blocks from the house where other 
parts of her body and that of Mrs. 
Selma Bennett’s were found yesterday. 

The package containing the thigh 
was found while workmen directed by 
detectives were tearing up the sewer 
under the Brownell house in search of 
missing portions of the bodies of the 
women. 

The report of Mrs. Mary de Martino 
that her daughter, Evelyn, had been 
missing since June 30 and had last 
been seen going into Mrs. Brownell’s 
house at 28 Prospect place, started de- 
tetcives to work on the theory that a 
third woman might have fallen victim 
to the Brooklyn slayer. 


Identified by Sales Slips. 


The latest find in connection with 
the slaying in which portions of the 
victims’ bodies had been found at Bat- 
tery Park and various points in Brook- 
lyn, contained its own identification. 

The package, with an outer wrap- 
ping of brown paper, contained a 
woman's undergarment, to which was 
attached a department store sales slip 
made out to S. E. Brownell. Police said 
the initials stood for “Sarah Eliza- 
beth,” Miss Brownell’s name,, 

While workmen, under police direc- 
tion,. searched the dark cellar of the 
house at 28 Prospect place, bringing 
to light now and then fragments of the 
bodies of Miss Brownell, 69-year-old 
spinster, and Mrs. Bennett, 48-year-old 
wife and mother of four childrén, an 
employe of the Brooklyn-Manhattan 
Transit Co. found a woman's head in 
the company’s yard at Thirty-seventh 
street and Fifth avenue Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Bennett’s head. was missing and 
police, who had found virtually every 
other part of the two women’s bodies, 
were ready to quit their search of the 
cellar and sewers. Then they learned 
that the head found in the railway yard 
was badly decomposed, whereas the 
found portions of the bodies of Mrs. 
Bennett and Miss Brownell were not in 
that condition. 

Jerry De Martino, father of the miss- 
ing girl, whose mother fears she may 
have been a victim of the slayer, cast 
doubt on the theory that his daughter 
had been slain in the Brownell house. 
He said the girl, who had only a slight 
acquaintance with Mrs. Bennett and 
did not know Miss Brownell, was be- 
lieved to be staying with friends at 
Coney Island. 

Former Sailor Questioned. 


Police continued to question the first 
suspect arrested in connection with the 
crimes, Ludwig Halverson Lee, former 
sailor and the janitor of the 28 Pros- 
pect place house. 

Christian Jensen, a grocery clerk, and 
Otto Neilson, a friend of Lee, were held 
as material witnesses. 

Lee stoutly denied killing Mrs. Ben- 
nett and Miss Brownell when accused 
by twenty detectives. He said that he 
had known Miss Brownell for four 
years and that on May 16 last she asked 
him to marry her. His answer, he said, 
was “No.” 

Lee related that Miss Brownell had 
given him $800 to start a restaurant 
and that when this venture failed he 
returned to his job as caretaker of the 
house where the bodies were found. 
Miss Brownell purchased the house from 


Mrs. Bennett, and a mortgage was still 
unpaid. In a trunk in Lee’s room po- 
lice found Miss Brownell’s bank book. 
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POINCARE DEFEATED 
TWICE ON SALARIES 


Bitter Struggle Is Faced by 
Premier in Chamber at 


Paris Tomorrow. 


Paris, July 11 (A.P.).—The Poincare 
government, with two defeats in the 
finance committee of the chamber to- 
day on the question of increased pay 
for government employes, faces a bit- 
ter struggle in the opén chamber on 
Wednesday. The government had ac- 
cepted a proposal.for the expenditure 
of 600,000,000 francs to meet an in- 
crease in the wages of the government 
employes, but the finance committee, 
against the premier’s emphatic opposi- 
tion, voted an amendment, 14 to 8, in- 
creasing the amount to 900,000,000 
francs and adding that the surplus of 
the 1928 budget should be applied to 
this account. 

M. Poincare warned the finance com- 


mittee, “if my friends continue this 
attitude in the open discussion on 
Wednesday, I will leave to others the 
responsibility of destroying the budget 
equilibrium.”

FARMERS, VISITING 
POOLIDGE, PREDICT 


NI RENOMINATION 


Prepared to Accept Him, 


Judge With Delegation 
Declares. 


FEEL FARM.PROBLEM 
WILL BE WORKED OUT 


Troubles in Dakotas Said to 
Be Growing Thinner; 
Crops Reported Good.

(Staff Correspondent of The Post.) 
Rapid City, S. Dak., July 11.—Coin- 

cident with what is considered here 
the challenge of the McNary-Haugen- 
ites gathered in St. Paul, fifteen loads 
of North Dakota farmers drove 500 
miles to pay their respects to Presi- 
dent Coolidge today. And their spokes- 
man, Judge R. C. McFarland, of James- 
town, told him that although dbout 
50 per cent of the State still tavored 
the McNary-Haugen bill there was no 
personal bitterness against him. A 
large delegation of cattlemen is ex- 
pected tomorrow. 

The farmers were from Jamestown 
and Stuttsmen counties, the James 
River country. They included M. M. 
Cone, owner of a 15,000-acre farm near 
Jamestown. 

Judge McFarland’s statements squared 
with reports which had already been 
received here. The State is not very 
friendly toward the President, he 
said, but looks upon Mr. Coolidge as 
the inevitable nominee and is pre- 
pared to accept him. 


Strong for Waterway Project. 


Of far more good to his State than 
any of the benefits claimed for the 
McNary-Haugen bill, Judge McFarland 
said, would be the development of the 
Great Lakes-St. Lawrence waterways 
project and the diversion of the water 
from the Upper Missouri to the James 
River. These projects would be far 
more “sound and permanent” benefits, 
he said. 

“There is not much agitation for the 
McNary-Haugen bill at this time,” 
Judge McFarland declared. ‘“‘The State 
is divided about 50-50 on the subject, 
as it was at the time the measure 
was passed. . 

“The demand for it largely subsided 
and the feeling is that Coolidge and 
Congress will work out a solution of 
the problem. 

“What our farmers really need is 
something to aid them in the distribu- 
tion of their crops.

Baltimore Man to Quit Inquiry

Japan Insists Total Tonnage 


Suggested Is Greater 
Than Is Justified. 


| Geneva, Switzerland, July 11 (A.P.).— 
|The delegates to the tripartite naval 

conference today had a day for private 
' consideration of the intricate problems 
confronting them, for the plenary ses- 
sion, open to the public, which it was 
intended to call, was postponed in trib- 
ute to the memory of Kevin O'Higgins, 
of the Irish Free State. 

Thus the time for a final determina- 
tion of the most important problem 
confronting the delegates—that relat- 
ing to cruisers—has been extended. W. 
C. Bridgeman, first lord of the British 
admiralty, made it clear to the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent tonight that 
any agreement at Geneva, to succeed, 
must, in his opinion, be based pri- 
marily on an accord to limit drastically 
the number of 10,000-ton cruisers. He 
explained that if the United States and 
Great Britain, as between themselves, 
could agree on the number, and Great 
Britain had already exceeded that num- 
ber, then the British admiralty would 
cease building, in order to permit the 
American navy to catch up. 


Serious Objections Seen. 


Although Great Britain now is will- 
ing to talk in figures of 400,000 tons, 
the British proposal may encounter 
serious objections, first, because that 
plan would be only operative, it is 
Said, until 1931, and, second, because 
although the Americans might accept 
this figure in a spirit of compromise, 
there is no certainty that the Japanese 
would do so. 

Indeed, the Japanese are persistently 
demanding that the total tonnage of 
cruisers shall be kept far under that 
level, 

If the British insist upon limiting 
the number of 10,000-ton cruisers to 
ten, as they gave indications today, 
they desire to, it is conceivable that the 
American delegation may find it diffi- 
cult to agree to such a proposition, be- 
cause, it is contended from the Ameri- 
can side, the long distances to be cov- 
ered both on the Atlantic and the Pacli- 
fic without naval bases makes it im- 
perative that the United States shall 
possess the right to build considerably 
more than ten of this type. 

England has four large size cruisers 
of the Hawkins class (about 10,000 
tons) now in commission; eleven others 
are under construction, and it is ex- 
pected to lay down two others this

FAKE IDEAS ON ALLOYS 
POSTLY, CHEMISTS TOLD 


Cheap Process of Making 
Steel Durable Still Sought, 
Speaker Says. 


CORROSION BIG PROBLEM 


State College, Pa., July 11 (A.P.).— 
Superstitions that have been exploded 
by scientific facts have in a measure 
cost the world hundreds of millions of 
dollars, because they had a tendency to 
delay the development of metal alloys, 
speakers asserted today at the Insti- 
tute of Chemistry of the American 
Chemical Society at the Pennsylvania 
State College. 

The dawn of a new age of metal al- 
loys was predicted by R. J. McKay of 
the International Nickel Co. and chair- 
man of the corrosion cOmmittee of the 
American Chemical Society. 

Two superstitions ‘which have been 
thoroughly exploded” have impeded the 
development of new alloys, Mr. McKay 
said. There was the belief that “a 
very smail amount of something could 
be added to steel which would give it a 
durability of copper, without affecting 
its strength or cost seriously, and that 
something could be added to copper to 
give it the hardness of steel without 
reducing its durability.” Thoughts of 
these “ideal combinations have seri- 
ously impeded research workers seek- 
ing strong, durable alloys, the speaker 
said. 

One cent of the cost of each gallon 
of gasoline is due to corrosion in the 
petroleum industry, Dr. F. M. Speller, 
of the National Tube Co. and chair- 
man of the corrosion committee of the 
American petroleum. committee, said. 
The additional cent totals more than 


$100,000,000 annually, Dr. Speller esti- 
mated.

Tuesday afternoon is devoted to spe- 
cial conferences covering audits and 
accounting, bank administration, busi- 
ness development and other matters of 
interest to the bankers.

The German minister of finance has 
placed 2,000,000 marks at the disposal 
of minister of the interior for tempo- 
rary relief in the flooded area The 
damage is roughly estimated at more 
than 70,000,000 marks, and the loss to 
the federated railways alone is placed 
at 10,000,000 marks, apart from the 
probable inability to reopen the rail- 
way service for six months.

“The area in crops this season shows 
a reduction of 7,000,000 acres, or 2 
per cent, below the acreage in crops 
at this time last year.” 


Big Decrease in Cotton. 


“Large shifts in the relative acre- 
ages of the various crops were noted 
by the board, the largest being the 
6,000,000-acre decrease in cotton, the 
2,000,000-acre decrease in corn and the 
2,000,000-acre increase in wheat. 

Low corn prices in 1926, together with 
unfavorable planting conditions, were 
held responsible for a decline of more 
than 5 per cent in acreage in the North 
Central States, which was partially off- 
set by increased corn planting in the 
South. The corn crop in nearly every 
State was reported late, while in some 
of the most northern 6tates, due to 
late planting, only a long growing sea- 
son, it was said, would avoid danger 
of frost damage. 

Winter wheat made a strong recovery 
from the low condition of a month 
ago, and the present indicated produc- 
tion, 579,416,000 bushels, is 42,000,000 
bushels more than forecast then. The 
principal increases were in Kansas and 
Nebraska. 

The indicated production of spring 
wheat, 274,218,000 bushels, was regard- 
ed as about 70,000,000 bushels more 
than last year’s crop and 22,000,000 
bushels more than the average of the 
last five years.

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COL. GEO. E. CORSON 
TO BE BURIED TODAY 


| Thirty-Third Degree Mason 
Was Veteran of the 
Civil War. 


Col. George E. Corson, 85 years old, 
prominent Scottish Rite Mason, who 
died Sunday at his home, 9 Hesketh 
street, Chevy Chase, Md., will be buried 
today. The Rey. John Campbell 
Palmer, chaplain of the Grand a 
of Masons, will officiate at services in 
the Scottish Rite Temple at 2 o'clock. 
Burial will be in Rock Creek Cemetery. 

Col. Corson was a Civil War veteran 
and a retired employe of the War De- 
partment. He was born in Lebanon, 
Maine, July 30, 1842, and at the age 
of 19 enlisted in the Federal infantry 
for the Civil War and was wounded at 
the battle of Spottsylvania Courthouse. 

He was made a Mason in Harmony 
Lodge in February, 1871, and was mas- 
ter of the lodge in 1877 and 1878. He 
was junior grand warden of the Grand 
Lodge of the District in 1880. He be- 
came a member of Potomac Chapter in 
1871 and was high priest in 1875 and 
1876. He was grand high priest of the 
District Grand Chapter in 1886. He re- 
ceived degrees of the Scottish Rite in 
1884, was knight commander of the 
court of henor in 1886 and received 
the thirty-third degree in 1901. 

Col. Corson is survived by the widow, 
Mrs. Ellen L. Corson, and a married 
daughter.

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DECREASE REVEALED 
IN ARRESTS OF MONTH 


7,559 Taken Into Custody 
During June, as Against 
; 8,067 in May. 


Arrests in June totaled 7,559, accord- 
ing to statistics made public yesterday 
by the Police Department. The total 
compéres with 8,067 in May and 7,449 
in June a year ago. 

Of this number, 3,037 were for traf- 
fic violations, 1,969 for other misde- 
meanors and 292 for felonies, joy rid- 
ing topping the felony list with 54, 
while there were 50 arrests each for 
housebreaking and grand larceny. 
There were only four arrests for rob- 
bery, as compared with 13 in May and 
31 in April. 

Liquor enforcement activities were 
indicated by 9091 arresta under the 
Sheppard law and 437 under the Vol- 
stead act. There were 1,737 gallons of 
liquor, 2,646 gallons of mash, 2,058 bot- 
tles of beer and 4 stills seized, as well 
as 40 motor vehicles used in liquor 
trafic. Two murders were committed 
locally within the month, followed by 
one arrest; 28 cases of assault with 
dangerous weapons occurred, followed 
by 19 arrests, and 16 robberies, as 
against 4 arrests. Eleven accidental 
deaths, other than traffic, were re- 
ported, 8 suicides, and 23 attempted 
suicides. 


L. G. OSTERMAYER DIES.

He was a mem- 
ber of the Washington Board of Trade, 
the City Club, the Indian Spring Coun- 
try Club and the Elks. He is survived 
by his wife, Mrs. Florence Ostermayer, 
and a daughter, Miss Barbara Oster- 
mayer.

KEVIN O’HIGGINS. 

Kevin O'Higgins, Irish Free State minister 
of justice, died, it may be truly said, that 
this land might be a better place in which to 
Jive. His assassination may be traced directly 
to the fact that it became bis duty to restore 
respect for law and order in a land which for 
years had engaged in guerrilla warfare. A 
firm and _ strong hand was needed for the 
task. O'’Higzins, in the administration of his 
duties, proved that he had only one friend— 
his country. 

It is hard for those not directly familiar 
with the situation to appreciate conditions in 
Ireland as they were when the Free State 
government was formed. There had for years 
been uMmorganized war between the British 
forces and supporters of independence. Armed 
bands of both factions roamed the country, 
and murder was an everyday occurrence. 

The conclusion of the treaty, creating the 
"Irish Free State, failed to remedy the situation 
at.once. The more extreme republicans were 
“not to be satisfied with anything but complete 
“freedom. They refused to lay down thypir 
arms. The leaders who had negotiated the 
treaty were traitors in the eyes of the repub- 
licans. The rifle was still a political weapon. 
O’Higgins worked to restore order and public 
safety. In doing so he signed more than 80 
death warrants, and earned, among his ene- 
mies, the title of “murderer.” His own death 
‘Bentence was the result. The heritage which 
he left to his family, his friends and his 
country was that he did as much as any man 
to make the new Ireland. 


AIRPLANE IMPROVEMENTS. 


C. Francis Jenkins, Washington inventor, 
has perfected a device to enable airplanes to 
be brought to a stop within twice their own 
Jength after landing. The brake is based 
upon a reversible propeller, a device used 
heretofore on ships and motorboats. Be- 
cause of the fear that a pilot might reverse his 
Propeller by mistake, thereby making it im- 
Possible to avoid a crash, the device was not 
considered practical for installation in an 
airplane. The Jenkins patent, bowever, con- 
templates a reversing lever so geared that it 
can not be moved when the plane is in the 
air. When the ship strikes the ground a spring 
automatically releasewthe safety guard on the 
reversing control, and. the aviator is enabled 
to bring his ship to rest almost as instantane- 
Ously asa bird q@eases flight. 

The inventor foresees many advantages with 
the adoption of the brake. Ajirfields can be 
established in cities on the roofs of large 
buildings, thus bringing measurably nearer 
the general use of airplanes for suburban pas- 
Senger service. Seaplanes may be brought to 
Jest in the lee of a battleship, saving both 
Plane and pilot under storm conditions. Planes 
¢an land on mother ships with ease and safety, 
and can approach landing fields at a greater 
Tate of speed than has heretofore been possible. 
Accidents in take-offs can be avoided, for as 
$00n as it is seen that the lift is impossible 
the plane can be brought to a halt on the run- 
way without slipping off into a crash. 


Great aS the advantages may be, it would 
Beem that the Jenkins brake needs to be ac- | 
Companied by a quick take-off device before it | 
will be of practical all-around importance. | 
After landing a ship on a small field, atop a 
building, for instance, means must be at hand | 
to take it off again. The long runway still is 
hecessary in this respect. If the brake proves 
practical after thorough tests, however, a cata- 
pult to cut the length of field necessary in the 
take-off probably could be devised. With 
planes capable of taking off from the roof of 
a building, and later of returning thereto and 
landing thereon, the day of the small pleasure 
airplane will be at hand. 


THE AUTOMOBILE INDUSTRY. 


A recent report by the Department of Com- 
merce indicates that at the beginning of this» 
year there were in operation all over the world 
a total of 27,650,267 automobiles, buses and 
trucks. The phenomenal growth of the motor 
industry is shown by the fact that there was 
an increase of almost three and a quarter 
millions Of motor-propelled vehicles over the 
output of the previous year. Of the world 
total] more than 80 per cent of all motor-pro- 
pelled cars, buses and trucks are in operation 
Within the United States. . 

It is the general prosperity of the country 
that has developed the motor industry; not 
the automobile that has developed the country. 
Had there been no great home market for the 
automobile that industry never could have at- 
tained the importance it bears today. There 
can be no market for any product where the 
people have not the means with which to buy. 
A Nation of wage earners alone is able to satis- 
fy its demands for necessities and its desire 
for |uxuries. Without an adequate wage there 
is no ability to spend. 

. Protectionists who assert that their economic 
doctrine provides a home market, keeps out 
the pauper labor of foreign countries, and re- 
quires the foreigner seeking to do business in 
this country to pay something for the privilege 
of competing in the greatest market on earth, 


claim their policy has made the United States, 


~—:, 


economically and financially, what it is today, 


and there is much in the argument that can 
not be denied or disputed. 

In this country there is one automobile for 
every five persons. The nearest approach to 
this is Canada, where the proportion is one to 
each eleven. In Great Britain there is one to 
each 43, and in France one to 46. It is esti- 
mated that 95 per cent of all automobiles 
operated in the world originate in the United 
States, although many of them are assembled 
in foreign branches, constructed by American 
manufacturers as outposts for the protection 
of the industry in which they have won world 
supremacy. 


THE TACNA-ARICA QUESTION, 


The foreign minister of Chile, Conrado Rios 
Gallardo, delivered a remarkable speech at 
Arica on Sunday, to which additional impor- 
tance attaches because of the fact that it was 
approved by the Chilean cabinet before his 
departure from Santiago. Copies of the ad- 
dress were sent to all Chilean diplomats 
abroad. 

In this address Mr. Rios Gallardo virtually 
announced the determination of Chile to annex 
Tacna and Arica. After stating that Chile 
had made sacrifices for the sake of peace, the 
foreign minister said: 

We have perhaps arrived at the end 
of the journey, and I have come to tell 
the sons of Tacna and Arica that we shall 
not make new sacrifices. I invite you 
Chileans of Tacna and Arica to fight with 
the noble arms of peace within written 
treaties, for the security of our flag in 
this territory. Every one of you must 
be an indefatigable worker for the con- 
solidation of the sovereignty of Chile. 

In view of the fact that Chile and Peru have 
entered into an agreement for the amicable 
adjustment of the Tacna-Arica question, even 
if a plebiscite should not be held, the language 
used by the Chilean foreign minister takes 
on a new meaning. If it does not mean that 
Chile has decided to abandon further dis- 
cussion of the vexed question with Peru, the 
exhortation to the people of Tacna and Arica 
has no meaning at all. They can do nothing 
to settle the question so long as it is a matter 
of diplomatic adjustment under the good of- 
fices of the United States, as agreed; but if 
the protocol should be terminated, the task 
of “consolidating the sovereignty of Chile” 
would properly fall in part upon the people 
of the territory. 

The plebiscitary commission adopted a 
resolution declaring that a plebiscite was im- 
possible, owing to the obstructions placed in 
the way by Chile. President Coolidge, the 
arbitrator, has not passed upon the final re- 
port of the commission, if indeed such a re- 
port has ever been made. But in the mean- 
time efforts have been made in accordance 


with the Chilean-Peruvian compact to settle . 


the question by other means than by a plebi- 
scite, and the United States, through Secretary 
Kellogg, has patiently exerted its good offices 
to that end. Although various proposals for 
adjustment have been rejected by one side 
or the other, the compact is still in force, and 
neither party can claim title to the territory 
until an agreement is reached. 

The annexation of Tacna and Arica by 
either Chile or Peru, in the face of the agree- 
ment that binds them to seek an adjustment 
of the controversy, would be an intolerable 
act of aggression. It would not dispose of 
the controversy, but on the contrary would 
render it more acute, and sooner or later the 
account would have to be settled. The treaty 
of Ancon and the compact providing for a 
plebiscite are an acknowledgment that 
neither party has a clear title to Tacna and 
Arica. The mere fact that negotiations were 
entered into proves that each party recognized 
rights possessed by the other. 

It is the obvious duty of the present adminis- 
tration in Chile to restrain the warlike ardor 
of the people of Tacna and Arica, instead of 
inflaming it. The efforts to reach an adjust- 
ment should be continued, as the protocol re- 
quires. Refusal to seek further for an ami- 
cable solution of the problem may strike a 
popular chord in Tacna and Arica, but it is 
not statesmanship, and it does not promote 
the peace of South America. 


ASLEEP AT THE WHEEL. 


Among the increasing dangers of automobil- 
ing is one for which there appears to be no 
cure except the prudence of drivers themselves. 
There have been recorded this summer an 
astonishing number of cases in which responsi- 
bility for accidents has been placed on drivers 


| who had gone to sleep while at the wheel. 


Over the week-end one such accident resulted 
in the demolition of two cars and the crema- 
tion of four persons when the gasoline tank of 


' one machine exploded. 


A contributing factor in such disasters is the 
ambitious itineraries which summer tourists 
set for themselves. In these days when dis- 
tances are so lightly measured, it is perhaps 
only natural that travelers should attempt to 
do more than machines and drivers can bear. 
The penalty is apparent. ,Not only do such 
drivers risk their own lives, but they are a 
menace to the safety of others, a2 menace 
which can neither be foreseen nor controlled. 

It would be well for tourists bent on estab- 
lishing mileage during a summer jaunt to 
remember that in more than one mechanical 
industry it has been established that eight 
hours marks the safety limit of endurance. 
Even by driving well within the average speed 
limit 200 miles can be covered in that time. A 
greater number of hours at the wheel entails 
a dangerous strain, and beyond a certain 
point death rides at the wheel, not only for 
the occupants, but for the rest of those on the 
roads as well, 


COTTON PROSPECTS. 


The enormous losses sustained by farmers 
and planters in the Mississippi floods will not 
be without some compensatory advantages if 
the reports of the Department of Agriculture 
on cotton acreage are well founded. 

During the depression in the cotton market 
that followed the picking season of 1926 
strenuous efforts were made by bankers and 
commercial bodies throughout the country to 
induce the planters to curtail planting for the 
season of 1927. The earlier reports from the 
cotton belt gave little indication that these 
appeals would be fruitful in results. Southern 
cotton growers, both large and small, have 
grown so dependent upon the cotton crop 
that in spite of the inevitable overproduction 
there was every indication that the acreage 
planted would equal that of last year. 

The flood which submerged so many square 
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miles of cotton territory accomplished what 
advice failed to bring about. 
the department as of July 1 shows that the 
total plantings to cotton fall 12.4 per cent 
below the figures of last year. Texas has only 
89 per cent of last year. Missouri has planted 
65 per cent of last year’s acreage, Tennessee 
81 per cent, Alabama 90, Mississippi 89, 
Louisiana 82 and the others from 55 to 90 
per cent of last year’s acreage. The total 
planted in 1927, as shown by the report, is 
42,683,000 acres as compared with 48,730,000 
in 1926. 

The department’s investigators, report also 
that the other great enemy of the cotton 
grower, the boll weevil, has ““emerged” about 
as freely as ever this season and is likely to 
be fully as destructive as usual, so that it is 
not probable that there will be a greater pro- 
duction per acre this year than in 1926. This 
warrants the hope that the prices obtained 
for the staple, following the harvesting of 
the crop next fall, will be higher than in 1926. 


NEW WAR METHODS. 


It is not a pretty picture of the next war 
that is drawn by Marshal Foch—the world 
in arms, new and greater weapons of de- 
struction, and more harrowing forms of death; 
women and children utilized by the rival 
forces, and the former taking an “even more 
active part’ than at any time in the past, 


proaching the combatant stage. 

The famous French soldier appears to be 
portraying complete devastation. There is, 
however, a saving clause. “I do not believe,”’ 
he says, “there will be any more casualties, 
since there is sufficient evidence to warrant 
belief that as in the past defensive measures 
will be developed to neutralize these new and 
more destructive methods of offensive.”’ 

There is a lesson in what the allied leader 
has ‘to say. His record as an officer and a 
student of matters military gives weight to 
the forecast which he makes. If it is true that 
in the next war all of the forces at the com- 
mand of the rival nations will have to be 
utilized, the participant nearest ready for the 
transition from pursuits of peace to war will 
be best armed. If he is right in thinking that 
new protective measures will prevent whole- 
sale death from new sources of destruction, 
the nation that has studied both wilf be best 
equipped. 

Neither Marshal Foch nor any of those who 
have had experience or given serious atten- 
tion to the problem believes that there will be 
no more wars. There is only one sane and 
intelligent policy to follow—preparedness—to 
the end that when war comes the United 
States may not be caught off guard and sub- 
jected to needless horrors. 


BOBBY JONES. 


Robert T. Jones, of Atlanta, who in the 
minds of most persons js still the youngster 
that he was when first he came into golfing 
prominence, teed off yesterday in pursuit of 
the almost impossible. The American player 
is matched against the best in the world in 
defense of the British open title which he won 
a year ago. Only one amateur has ever cap- 
tured this honor more than once, and then 
only after an interval of several years. One 
professional retained the title for two years. 

Appropriately enough, play this year is 
over the historic course at St. Andrews, where 
Scotch ingenuity first fashioned the game 
which is now as nearly universal as any form 
of sport in which man engages. The parent 
links provide a stiff test of golf, and the field 
is one that no contestant can regard lightly. 
Bobby Jones, nevertheless, is given an even 
chance by the: natives of St. Andrews to ac- 
complish this year what no other ‘amateur 
has ever done. 

The Scotch are probably more optimistic 
than some of Jones’ American compatriots. 
Experts who witnessed play for the American 
open at Oakmont were of the opinion that 
the Atlanta youth was not quite up to his 
best game; that he needed more golf in order 
to reach the form which gave him possession 
of three of the world’s outstanding champion- 
ships at one time. These experts may have 
modified their opinions recently. Since his 
arrival in England, Bobby has returned more 
nearly to his best form. His practice rounds 
at St. Andrews and Gleneagles have left litt.- 
to ask. The actual test will come later this 
week when the play-off in the British open 
begins. . Then Jones will have a chance to 
prove whether he is indeed the _ greatest 
amateur of them all. 


GRAVELLY POINT AIRPORT. 


Estimates of the cost of constructing a first- 
class municipal airport at Gravelly Point, pre- 
pared by Army engineers, prove that the 
project comes well within the District pocket- 
book. Even though the Federal Government 
may refuse to share part of the financial bur- 
den, the annual cost to the District should 
not run over $153,000 for a five-year period. 
If the Federal Government will share half 
the expense, the cost to local taxpayers would 
be but $76000 annually for five years. 

Even if the expense were considerably great- 
er, the establishment of a municipal airport 
would be well worth while. Not only will it 
make certain the inclusion of the District on 
the air mail map—air transport of freight, 
express and passengers will be a development 
of the near future. Cities which are on the 
ground early with suitable:landing fields will 
gain for themselves the cream of the com- 
mercial air-transport business. 

Establishment of an airport is vitally nec- 
essary to Washington’s future progress. When 
Congress convenes in December the matter 
should be brought to its attention immediately, 
so that actual construction may be begun 
early in the spring. 


Establishment of a foundry in the reforma- 
tory at Lorton has come a step nearer with the 
award by the Commissioners of a contract for 
erection of a cupola, the basic piece of equip- 
ment. Some time ago it was decided to use 
convict labor in the manufacture of automo- 
bile license tags. Subsequently the plan was 
expanded until the District now intends to 
manufacture in its penal institutions as much 
of the equipment it has to purchase in the 
open market as possible. The foundry will 
manufacture manhole frames and covers and 
other castings. It is an excellent idea for the 
District to be as self-sufficient as possible. 
Not only is Washington justified in making 
its own equipment with convict labor in order 
to cut down expense, but it is also wise to gut 

the convicts at productive labor, )

The @ghteenth amendment is not 
in itself “an impassable barrier against 
resuming the liquor traffic.” It does 
not state what are “intoxicating 
liquors.” The “Wheeler-Volstead law” 
declares that all nonpoisonous liquids 
of one-half of 1 per cent or more alco- 
holic content are intoxicants, a state- 
ment which even some of the drys ad- 
mit is an arrant falsehood. But the Su- 
preme Court has decided that Congress 
may fix any standard however false and 
arbitrary. Therefore it is within the. 
power of Congress to change that stan- 
dard, and even make it as high as 99 
per cent, if it so elects. 

The eighteenth amendment . differs 
from all other constitutional articles 
ig that it authorizes thse several State 
legislatures, as well as the Nationa 
Congress, to enforce the article by legis- 
lation. Therefore, were the “Wheeler- 
Volstead law” repealed, each State 
would be at liberty to declare just what 
is and what is not intoxicating liquor.

Yaden Writes Commissioners, 
- Suggesting That Federal 
Aid Be Declined. 


Gravelly Point. a shallow-water area 
Opposite Hains Point, definitely was ap- 
proved yesterday as a site for Wash- 
ington’s proposed municipal airport by 


the subcommittee of the local joint 
airport committee. 

The committee recommended that 
money be appropriated for preparation 
ef plans and estimates and that as 
soon as a survey is completed the, Dis- 
trict Commissioners include in their 
budget such a part of the cost of the 
airport as should be equitably borne 
by the District. 

At the same time Maj. W. E. R. Co- 
vell, Assistant Engineer Commissioner, 
made public three sets of rough esti- 
mates covering the cost of transform- 
ng Gravelly Point into an airport. 

he lowest estimate for the under- 
taking was $440,000 and the highest 
$1,605,000, the difference being based 


on time, size and other considerations. | 


Want City to Bear Cost. 
Maj. Covell and the airport commit- 


tee recommended that the Federal Gov- | 


ernment be asked to share one-half 
of the expense of the airport, but 
Jams G. Yaden, president of the Citi- 
zens Advisory Council, wrote a letter 
to the Commissioners urging that tne 
entire expense be borne by the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The subcommittee which approved 
Gravelly Point was composed of the 
following: 

E. C. Graham, of the Board of Trade, 
¢hairman; Jerome Fanciulli, of the 
Chamber of Commerce; Maj. Gen. An- 
ton Stephan, of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers Association; Dorsey 
Hyde, jr, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and Robert J. Cottrell, of the 
Board of Trade. The committee met 
in the offices of Maj. Covell. 


Statement Is Issued. 


A statement issued after the meeting 
said: 

“The committee was influenced in its 
approval of Gravelly Point by the fact 
that its development can be coordinat- 
ed with several large projects now un- 
der consideration by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, such as the proposed Mount 
Vernon boulevard (a saving of around 
$100,000 can be made in this item 
alone), the annual dredging of the Po- 
tomac River by the River and Harbor 
office; its accessibility to the proposed 
new Government buildings in the tri- 
angle; its availability for expansion into 
& splendid joint Army, Navy and com- 
mercial airport in the future; its avail- 
ability for experimentation and devel- 
opment work by the Department of 
Commerce, and, in addition, by its 
availability for such local commercial 
activities as may develop.” 

Time is an important factor in con- 
sidering the cost of the airport, Maj. 
Covell said, because of the fact that 
Gravelly Point will have to be filled in. 
If sufficient time is available, the area 
can be filled in with mud and material 
that has to be dredged from the river, 
anyway, and by ashes and refuse and 
material taken from building excava- 
tions. Such material would be taken 
to Gravelly Point as a matter of course. 


Area Under Water. 


But if an attempt were made, say, to 
complete the airport ‘in two years, he 
said, it would be necessary to do spe- 
cial dredging and the engineers would 
have to go out of their way to get the 
necessary filling in material. 

At present the area is all under 
water, and Maj. Covell estimates it 
would require from 4,000,000 to 8,000.- 
000 cubic yards of dirt and material 
vo convert it into a flying field. 

His first set of rough estimates en- 
visions a fleld 2,500 feet by 3,000 feet. 
Such a field, he said, would cost $870.- 
000 if it were built in two years, and 
$475,000 if it were done in five years, 
AS can be seen, it will cost $395,000 
less if five years are required instead 
of two, this amount representing the 
value of the free filling-in materials. 


Equipment Costs Extra. 


These amounts cover simply the re- 
claiming of Gravelly Point itself. Maj. 
Covell estimates that it would cost 
ebout $175,000 for draining, building 
roads, putting up hangars and a moor- 
ing mast and for general equipment. 


Costs Are Given. 


The second set of rough estimates 
calls for a field 3,000 by 3,000 feet. 
Maj. Covell estimates that the cost 
would be as follows: Two years, $985.,- 
000; five years, 590,000: ten years, 
$265,000. ‘ 

The third set is based on a field 
6,000 by 3,000 feet, and the estimates 
are as follows: Five years, $1,530,000: 
ten years, $860,000. 

Maj. Covell declared Washington has 
® chance to have one of the finest air 
ports in the world at Gravely Point. 
and that it could have one at a cost 
that would be impossible elsewhere. He 
pointed out that Baltimore and many 
other cities are planning airports cost- 
ing well over $1,000,000. 

Maj. Covell thinks that it only 
fair that the Federal Government 
should bear half of the cost of the air- 
port. The day is coming, he said, when 
ambassadors and others will be flying 
here from distant points, and Gravelly 
Point in all likelihood will be where 
they will land. Besides, he said, 
Gravelly Point would always be po- 
tentially an aerial stronghold for na- 
tional defense purposes. 


Estimates Are Rough. 


Maj. Covell emphasized that his es- 
tumates were “rough.” He said that 
definite estimates could not be com- 
piled until after the Army engineers 
had made a survey of the point. Such 
@ survey would cost about $5,000 and 
an attempt will be made to have this 
amount included in the first deficiency 
bill at the next session of Congress. 

Maj. Covell in planning for the air- 
port has had the active cooperation of 
Maj. Clayton E. Emig, chairman of the 
special airport committee of the Fed- 
eration of Citizens Associations. 

In his letter to the Commissioners 
protesting against the proposal to ask 
the Federal Government to contribute 
a the airport, James G. Yaden 
said: 

“In my judgment a municipal airport 
for the City of Washington is purely a 
municipal undertaking, and I fail to 
see where the Federal Government is 
or should be interested in it at all from 
@ financial standpoint.”

Location of the General Accounting

Certaken by the board of architectural 
consultants with Treasury officials yes- 
terday, and a report will be made to- 
morrow. 

Space is now reserved tentatively for 
the General Accounting Office between 
B, Twelfth, C and Thirteenth streets; 
for the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Building rimming the Archives 
Building on the east, north and south, 
between Ninth, Tenth and B streets 
and Pennsylvania avenue, independent 
offices between B, Seventh, Sixth streets 
and Pennsylvania avenue, and future 
developments between Pennsylvania 
avenue, Twelfth and Tenth streets. 

It was announced that the third plan 
of arrangement decided last month, 
whereby all buildings will be joined in 
two groups rimming the triangle but 
separated at Twelfth street, was still 
the prescribed one and that layout of 
buildings in this boundary was as fol- 
lows: Commerce, the western boundary 
ef the triangle, running from D to B, 
between Fifteenth and Fourteenth 
Streets; Labor, between Fourteenth, 
Thirteenth, B and C; Internal Revenue, 
Twelfth, Tenth, B and C; Justice, 
Ninth, Seventh and B streets, and 
Pennsylvania avenue.

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IS SOLD FOR $70,000 


Reorganization Committee of 
Creditors Obtains Store 
Property at Auction. 


The sixteen stores and bakery plant 
of the Old Dutch Market, Inc., went 
under the hammer yesterday at public 
auction for $70,000. This sum was bid 
by a creditors’ reorganization commit- 
tee headed by Robert V. Fleming and 
was accepted by Adam Weschler, the 
auctioneer. The sale was conducted 
under order of the equity court on the 
courthouse steps by Kenneth C. Ross 
and Hilleary G. Hoskinson,. receivers. 
Pending approval of the sale by the 
court the business will be 
by the receivers who will account 
the purchasers for the business trans- 
acted in the interim. 


The reccivers offered the assets both 
separately and as a whole. One bidder 
offered $3,000 for the Dupont Circle 
store and another bidder offered $100 
for five l-ton delivery trucks. Another 
bidder offered $1,000 for the bakery 
plant. Prior to the order for the sale 
at auction Mr. Fleming offered $70,000 
for the corporation assets. Several of 
the creditors offered objections to the 
auction sale but the receivers went 
ahead. Stock in other corporations 
owned by the Old Dutch, Inc., has yet 
to be sold. 

At the conclusion of the separate 
bids the receivers decided to accept Mr. 
Fieming’s bid of $70,000 for the 16 
stores and bakery plant.

NOTE FOUND BY BODY 


Morgue revealed that two persons, be- 
lieved to have died under suspicious 
circumstances were the victims of heart 
disease. The dead persons were Mable 
Meredith, about 35 years old, and Clif- 
ford J. Hyman, 31, a bricklayer, of 305 
E street northwest. 

The woman was found dead in an 
apartment at 1905 Pennsylvania avenue 
northwest, yesterday morning. Edward 
Fleming, 60 years old, was found semi- 
conscious in the same apartment 
Fleming was taken to the Gallinger 
Hospital and treated for alcoholism. 

Hyman’s body was found in a corner 
of a vacant lot on Kalorama road be- 
tween Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
streets northwest, yesterday afternoon 
by George A. Williams, colored, 2422 
Seventeenth street northwest, who was 
attracted to the spot by the barking 
of a dog. 

Hyman, who was identified by papers 
in his pockets, apparently had been 
dead since Saturday. He left his home 
Saturday saying he would return later 
Nothing was thought of his absence as 
he had remained away from home longer 
periods at previous times, relatives saic 

Efforts to locate relatives of the 
woman have been unavailing. A letter 
found near her body addressed tc 
“Dear Hubby” and signed “Your loving 
wife,” failed to give any clew to the 
| whereabouts of the husband. Inquests 
‘into the deaths will be held at the 
| Morgue this morning.

| Case Against Pastor 


The judicial commission of the Wash- 
, ington Presbytery deliberated two hours 
|last night in the New York Avenue 
Presbyterian Church in the trial of the 
Rev. Alfred E. Barrows, pastor of the

The Rev. Wallace Radcliffe, chairman 
of the commission, declared that even 
if a decision was reached today, the 
findings would not be made public un- 
til the regular meeting of Presbytery, 
governing body of the church, on Fri- 
day. 


SECRET PATTERSON 
TRACT PLAN OFFERED 


Park Commission Submits 
New Proposal for Play- 
ground Development. 


A new secret proposal has been sub- 
mitted to trustees of the Patterson 
tract, desired as a playground and park 
for the Northeast section of the city, 
by the National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission, which awaits the 
former’s reply. 

Negotiations for acquisition of all or 
part of the track have been going on 
for the last year and the new proposal 
of the commission follows views of an 
expert employed to make a study of 
the best possible means of developing 
the land. 

Although Congress made possible in- 
clusion of a part of this wide open 
tract along Florida avenue northeast 
by furnishing the commission, $300,- 
000, for its acquisition, in addition to 
the regular $600,000 appropriation, this 
amount is not enough. A reply may 
be had from the land owners at the 
monthly meeting of the commission 
Friday.

Fine Arts Commission Renews 
Appeal for Span at 
Great Falls. 


A conference of engineers was held 
in the office of Col. William B. Ladue. 
Engineer Commissioner, yesterday to 
ascertain if repairs can be made on the 


Virginia abutment of Chain Bridge 
to strengthen it temporarily until Con- 
gress can decide whether to appro- 
priate for a new bridge or a new abut- 
ment. 

No decision was reached, but the 
engineer of bridges was asked to in- 
vestigate the practicability of such re- 
pairs and the expense involved, which 
would have to be met out of the con- 
tingent fund of the Commissioners. 

Details were not discussed except 
in a tentative and more or less general 
way. It was suggested that the foot 
of the wall be treated so as to insure 
against its slipping into the river, that 
the wall be anchored in the middle to 
prevent further bulging there and *hat 
the pouring or forcing of cement or 
gravel concrete into the interstices in

and behind the wall be considered. 

Members of the staff of the bridges 
engineer are said to hold the view 
that there is danger in attempting to 
repair the abutment, that it might be 
| disturbed sufficiently to cause a great- 
er failure. 

It also is said the repairs might cost 
| $25,000 or $30,000, in which event they 
| would be too expensive to be justified. 


To Confer with Shirley. 


' Col. Ladue expects to confer with 
H. G. Shirley, commissioner of high- 
ways of Virginia, relative to the lat- 
ter’s. expressed opinion that Virginia 
can not, under its constitution share in 
the cost of replacing the bridge. 

Arlington County has agreed to pay 
out of public funds, for the leading of 
water mains across the bridge to Dale- 
carlia Reservoir to tap the District wa- 
ter supply. Whether this agreement 
alters the view that Virginia can not 
spend its funds outside the State, is 
under consideration. 

At any rate, it is suggested when the 
new bridge is built the south abutment 
will be 30 feet farther from the Poto- 
mac River than the present abutment. 
District officials will raise the question 
whether that may not alter the case 
and place the abutment squarely with- 
in the territorial jurisdiction of the 
State. 

Learning of the apparent certainty of 
the temporary or permanent closing of 
Chain Bridge, the Commission of Fine 
Arts renewed its appeal yesterday for 
another bridge to be placed over the 
Potomac to take the place of the struc- 
ture, preferably in the neighborhood of 
Great Falls. 


Seek Bridge at Falls. 


Fine arts commissioners explained 
that with the new bridge, parking and 
development features should be em- 
bodied in the land surrounding the 
falls, On which program the National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission 
already has embarked tentatively. 

Commissioners, recalling their stand 
that even if Chain Bridge is repaired 
another bridge should be located at 
Great Falls, expressed hope that in 
case no Congressional aid is forthcom- 
ing, the States of Virginia and Mary- 
land share equally in the cost of such 
a structure. 

Parking plans of the Park and Plan- 
ning Commission in this vicinity are 
wholly contingent on the decision of 
the Federal Power Commission regard- 
ing establishment of dams for a hydro- 
electric power project at Chain Bridge 
and Great Falls. 


Sprays Aided in War 
Against Tree Insects 


Caterpillars and other creatures that 
feed on the leaves of trees are objects 
of concentrated warfare directed by 
Clifford Lanham, superintendent of 
trees and perking, who announced yés- 
terday that he had placed in service 
two additional high power sprdys to 
poison foliage with arsenate of lead. 

Spraying trees, Lanham said, is not a 
simple procedure in a city. It can nos 
be done on windy days because the 
breeze is likely to carry the spray into 
houses. And even in calm weather 
care has t~ be exercised, for clothing of 
pedestrians and tops of parked auto- 
mobiles will he covered with whits 
spots if the spray falls on them. Lan- 
ham said the poisonous mixture is 
harmless in its effect on the finest 
fabrics, except that it necessitates 4 
trip to the cleaner. 


Interior Data Taken 
From Patent Office 


Removal of interior Department rec- 
ords from the Patent Office to the 
main building of the department was 
started yesterday by the Public Build- 
ings Commission. Officials estimated 
that a week will be required to move 
the files to the Interior Building. This 
will finally locate all activities of the 
department at the central building. 

Work of removing the files of the 
General Accounting Office from five 
buildings in which they are now lo- 
cated to the Emory Building, at Sec- 
ond at B streets northwest, will re- 
quire the rest of the summer, officiais 
say. The files are contained in more 
than 200,000 boxes, each containing 
from 50 to 100 files. They will be kept 
at the Emory Building until the new 
General Accounting Office is built on 
the triangle north of the Mall. The 
commission has a force of 30 men and 
five trucks engaged in the moving. 
Nearly 100,000 boxes have been deposit- 
ed at the Emory Building.
